ALLAN CUNNINGHAM’S NEW NOVELs 
SIR MICHAEL SCOTT. 

» A Romance; by Adan Cunningham, 12 mo.

Ot this boundless Romance it 18 not easy to 
seal im the janguage of criticism; to the law: 
vf which it dves uot bold its if amenable. */ 
uave Quw sven,’’ says the heru at its close, “the 
‘lark bell, the bnght heaven, and the green 
earth aod all that it contains.” These sights, 
vencenved and described with the wild and us- 
agmary powers of Allan ( unniucham, make the 
exuierant work before us. The want of hu- 
wan interest will pr babiy be felt; but who- 
ever loves to dwell amal enchantments, mar- 
veis, goth legeu:is, witch raft, allegories, and 
‘uperstiuens, will Gnd ample space and verge 
eoorgh im these volumes. They may indeed 
be calied a sort.of Brith Arabian Nights’; 
sometiines reminding uso the impressive fea- 
tures of Goethe's Faust, at o' her times sporting 
with creatures of lighter aspect; but generally 
touuded upon or regulated by traditional lore, 
aud reviving many reside stories of the olden 
time yet hardly disbelived in the ruder parts of 
the country. 

Having nvticed the characteristics of this 
producion, it will occur to our readers that it 
is quite um o-sible to communicate to their 
mits any adequate wea of its ensemble. When 
a tale goes straight forward as « crow flies, we 
can reader it perfectly wntelligible; bat if, on 
the wing* of genius, it moves with viewless ra- 
ridity hither and! thither,in more v rious Gg- 
ires than geometry could ever delineate, di- 
verging continually like the swallow on the 
wing, we lay down our pen in despair and can 
only say to the enquirer, you must peruse the 
book. All we can do in the present instance 1, 
tu exem lify the vivid and poetical style, in 
which the auther paints alike bis nataral iand- 
scaprs an’ oreternatural scenery; give a few 
specimens of the delighttul snatches of verse 
with which he has intcrspersed his romantic 
vision; and make seach other slight selections 
ssmay throw a gleam, howev(r imperfect, over 
lus general design. 

The story is told of king James, who, instea:! 
of being slain at Flodden Fld, is saved by the 
mighty wizzard, Sir Michael Scott, and borne 
throughout all the regions of the earth, voder 
the ocean, into the felis of open air, into the 
infernal abodes, an! iuto the mansions of the 
blessed. Over thie wie and excuruve range, 
our author travels with creative tancy, ani 
revels in the strangest vagaries; occasionally 
without any very striking effect, or any dis- 
tenet chain of connexion, but also occasionally 
with potent macic, and always diplaying a 
wonderful fecundity of talent, and a vigorous 
po neil in tracing bis unfettered thoughts. 

The opening of the book is a leaf of nature 
itself,

PITZ-GREENE HALLECK. 
Fits-Greene Halleck was born August, 1796, 
in Guilford, Connecticut, where he resided un- 
tilthe year 1813. Ata very early period of bis 





life the bias of hie mind t * poetry was 
evinced by various metrical effusions, repre- 
sented to us as having | d 


merit as javenile productions; but all of which, 
we are sorry to add, have been destroyed by 
their author. It would have been highly grat- 
ifying to peruse these precious ebulilitions of 
cenius, and to trace in them the faint climamer 

ings of that light of song which has since bright- 
ened inte such unasaal splendour. Whatever 
relates to the early efforts of those who are des- 
ti ed to become, in any way, “a nation’s zlo- 
rv,” possesses deep morn! interest ; and it is not 
only pl-asing but profitable, to watch the un- 
folding of such a mind as Halleck’s, and note 
it+ first st to give lancuace to feelings 
create’ by “all varions nature pressing on the 
heart.” One of the effusions af,his youthful 
muse, bat of a later date than those to which 
we have alluded, was pubtished in a New-York 
vaper in 1809, when the author was but four- 
teen years of age. This perhaps may be re 

covered: though it is much to be feared from 
the ephemeral nature of the publication, in 
which it anpeured, like the others, it has 
passe! away into oblivion. 

The thought-inspiring stillness of a country 
life, and the romantic character of the scenery 
around his birth olace, tended in no emall de- 
cree te nourish the eretic germ, of the posses. 
sion of which Mr. Halleck gave such early evi 

dence. Inthe poem entitled “Connecticat,” 
he has shown how hichly and how justly he 
appreciated the beauties of his native state, 
and how indelibly they are imprinted on bis 
memory. Tous b's own imoressive language

was published in December 1819. This is the 
longest of his peems, and the one, perhave, 
which entitles Lim to the most praise. It is an 
exquisite compound of the playful hamor, jicht 
satire, and tender sentiment; and no one has 
everread it without according to the writer a 
high rank among the poets of his country. It 
was but three weeks from the time the work 
was commenced, natil it issued from the press. 
He who writes with euch ease ond rapidity, aad 
at the same time so sweetly, can scarcely be ex- 
ensed if he writes but lit le; though the con- 
dition of that poet is truly enviable, who, tike 
Mr. Halleck, is traly censured, not for what he 
has written, but because he bas written no more, 
lu February of the following year, a second 
edition of Fanny, with alterations and addi- 
tions was published. 

We now come to “Alewick Castle, with 
other Poems ;” a volume which comprises, with 
what we have already mentioned, all the pro- 
ductions which Mr. Hulleck hase yet given to 
the public. It was published in January 1827; 
bat most of the pieces which it contains had 
previously appeared in various periodical mis 
ecllanes. The name of the work is derived 
from the title of thepoem that stands first in 
the collection, which was written during a vie- 
it to Farove in 1822 and 1823. “Marco Boz- 
zaris,” a poem, which has been so widely cop- 
iol, so generally read, and so highly admired, 
that we cannot sunpore any realer irnorant of 
its beanties, oecnnies the second place. The 
remaining pages aro filled with other “bricht 
gems of thought,” from the same intellectyal 
mine.

Printing —At a late sitting of the Acade- 
my of science at Paris, an account was given 
of a new invention by a perron named Conti, 


| for printing with extraordinary rapidity.— 


M. Conti has contrived what he calls tachy- 
graph, and tachytype. The former enables 
a person to print almost with the rapidity of 
speech, even without the aid of the eye, on 
paper, wax, and soft metals, with all sorts of 
characters and punches regularly fa! ricated, 
The tachygraph consists chiefy of a portahle 
case, a shelfof marble or iron, the size of a 
sheet of paper. whieh is to receive the wri- 
tine. As each line is printed, the moveable 
shelf advances a space equal tothe intery al 
which separates the lires. Abowe the mor- 
ble table is suspended a kind of round box,
